by the coroner’s pathologists. It was 
found Mrs. McClintock's death was due 
to mercury. 

Nothing significant was found in the 
remains of Dr. Olson and the coroner’s 
jury returned an open verdict as to his 
death. There had been suspicion only 
because Shepherd visited Dr. Olson 
during his illness. 

The coroner's jury blamed the other 
two deaths on Shepherd and included 
Mrs. Shepherd in their charge, too. 
State's Attorney Crowe enabled her to 
be speedily vindicated, fer the grand 
jury voted “no bills” within two days. 


Basis of Charge. 

The principal basis of the murder 
charge against Shenherd was in the 
confession of Charles C. Faiman, pres- 
ident of the National University of 
Sciences, a school of shady reputation. 
Faiman said Shepherd applied to him 
for typhoid germs and that he gave 
him three tubes of them. 

Later, Fatman said, he learned Shep- 
herd was planning McClintock’s death 
because the boy was about to marry 
Miss Pope and if he did so Shepherd’s 
hopes of getting the McClintock money 
would go glimmering. He had induced 
the boy to name him as sole legatee. 
Faiman said Shepherd finally admitted 
to him.

WHAT MR. MELLON DRINKS. 

Chauncey Hackett, American lawyer, spoke at a 
banquet of French wine makers in Paris. They 
were interested in him because he represents the 
American Association Opposed to Prohibition. The 
French wine makers are about as opposed to 
American prohibition as any one over here possibly 
could be. . 

Mr. Hackett said that Andrew Melion, whose 
department 4f government, the treasury, is in 
charge of prohibition enforcement, did not obey 
the law himself. “ He is obliged, in order to serve 
wine at his table, to violate the law, which he did 
either personally or through agents by buying from 
the cellars of Washingtonians. I know Mr. Mellon 
did this because he bought.some wine I wanted for 
myself a few years ago.”’ 

We do not know whether Mr. Mellon serves wine, 
buys it or uses it. Former President Harding 
served drinks in the White House. It is understood 
that Mr. Coolidge, when Vice President, had an 
occasional drink, coqktail or whisky. 

We know that Mr. Mellon has lived among 
people who were accustomed to serve cocktails 
before dinner and wine with it. It was a part of 
their habit and we suppose most of them have 
continued it, being wealthy enough to have what 
they want, either within or outside the law. Their 
women wear low neck dresses and short sleeves. 
At their dinner parties wives thus attired sit be- 
gide the husbands of other wives and try to be 
entertaining to them. 

There are parts of the country in which it would 
be thought immodest for women to wear such 
dresses. Where they are worn nothing is thought 
of them. Where they ere not they are regarded 
as scandalous. Some people regard it as improper 
for wives to sit. by other husbands. They sit with 
their own. In still other sections all the men must 
sit together and all the women together. Anything 
else ig improper. 

Some people regard the use of wine as degrading. 
Others find it adds a charm and grace to life. Until 
the country adopted prohibition it was possible 

‘within the law for all these people to seek such 
society and such customs as they chose. The 
people who thought low neck dresses. were scan- 
dalous were not compelled to wear them and they 
are not now, but the people who do not believe 
that wine at dinner is vicious are told that they 
are law breakers. 

This is as foolish as it is possible for law to be. 
People so far as it is possible for them to do so go 
ahead with their customs just, as they did before 
law attempted to interfere with them. It is only 
a@ part of the absurdity that law makers and exec- 
utive officials of government are avoiding or 

- breaking the law. 

Mr. Mellon may serve wine to his dinner guests. 
He may drink it himself. We don’t know one way 
or the other. If he does, as Lincoln said of Grant's 
whisky, we wish some one would find out what 
kind of wine’he drinks and send a few cases of it 
around to other members of the cabinet. 


THE MAILED FIST IN CHINA. 
The American association of Shanghai has cabled 
to Washington asking. that the United States 
government codperate energetically with the other 
powers and adopt the strongest attitude for the 
preservation of alien rights in China. That is 
about what any of us would do, in China, with the 
memory of the Boxer uprising, and with the Chi- 
nese demonstrating against the foreign settle- 
ments, The men in business in China want the 
* nonsense stopped with whatever will stop it, the 
mailed fist or a threat of it. 

The trouble is that it is not so easy to do in 
that fashion, and .when it is done it does not re- 
main done. The whites say that soviet dncitement 
has caused much of the disorder. The best field 
for soviet work is prepared by_whites who arouse 
national resentment in the Chinese, convincing 
them ‘that they are humiliated, exploited, and 
ebused. Pee - . ££. ®

Chief Justice Olson says he will try to obtain

The regents of the University of Wisconsin voted 
6 to 5 to accept $12,500 from the General Education 
board, a Rockefeller foundation, for research in 
social diseases. The late Senator La Follette a few 
months before his death had written an editorial 
against subsidized education, and this nearly 
caused the rejection of the donation, President 
Birge saved it by voting for it. 


how the Rockefeller money was acquired and none 
of it should be accepted by the university. Some 
of it was and is acquired in selling oil and gasoline. 
About the time the oil lamp was going out the au- 
tomobile was coming in. Standard Oil filling sta- 
tions are everywhere. There are Sinclair, Doheny, 
and other filling stations. 

If all the Rockefeller ‘stations ‘were eliminated 
the field would be wider for Sinclair or others. 
With less competition the price might be higher. 
There is probably no greater morality in Sinclair 
or Doheny oil than in Rockefeller oil. : The Stand- 
ard has not been in court with the government 
recently. ' 

If oil money is tainted and unfit for use for pub- 
lic purposes what money is fit? Is money made 
in the dry goods business, in department stores, 
the meat packing business, steel, railroading, the 
making of cotton goods, etc., fit for public use? 
Where may endowments and donations which sup- 
port schools and work not backed by public reve- 
nue be obtained? 

The donation which the University of Wisconsin 
almost rejected under the continuing influence of 
La Follette was not to subsidize a capitalistic the- 
ory of government or promote the economics of big 
business. It did not seek to control education for 
the big interests. It was to promote the physical 
well-being of the people and not, even in that, to 
make them better able to bear their ¢hains. 

The control of education, or the restriction of 
it,.for class purposes would be opposed, whether 
proposed by Reds or captains of industry, but it is 
a peculiarly jaundiced view that money is unfit 
for a good social purpose because some one thinks 
it had a bad origin in the oil business. 

A good deal of it came from motorists who were 
glad they did not have to walk ten miles with a 
bucket. 


PARADES. 


Some 6,000 Foresters paraded down Michigan 
boulevard from Ohio street to Congress street and 
traffic all through the loop was tigd in bowknots 
for two hours or more. The Foresters are not to 
be blamed in the least for that. Theirs is a patri- 
otic organization devoted largely to the training 
of men in infantry drill. No organization has a 
better right to parade and, incidentally, few similar 
organizations could have made so brave a show- 
ing. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that the re- 
sultant congestion of traffic was intolerable. Now 
and for a good many years to come, Michigan 
boulevard must be the principal automobile artery 
for north-south traffic passing the loop. It is the 
vital link. When it is closed, the thousands of 
machines which it ordinarily carries must find 
their way through the already congested loop. 

We like parades, but we agree entirely with 
President Blair of the surface lines, who says they 
should be forbidden on Michigan boulevard except 
on Sundays and holidays. We agree also with the

EARLY EYE MOVEMENTS. 
BABY less than a day old will 
slowly turn his eyes towards a 
faint light. This can be shown by 
placing the baby horizontally on 

his back in a dark room. Sideways 
movements of the eyes come first. Up 
and down movements are possible a few 
days later, Still a few days later the 
baby first shows ability to follow a light 


that is revolved in a circle. 

Smiling has been known to appear as 
early as the fourth day. Mrs. Mary C. 
Jones found that a baby first smiles in 
response to a smile or cooing words at 
about the 30th day. The slowest to learn 
the art of responsive smiling acquired 
the ability on the 80th day. 

If a baby 30 minutes old is placed on a 
mattress with his stomach and face 
downward he can turn his head left or 
right, or lift it from the mattress. A 
baby 6 months old, sitting in a lap with 
his body supported, can hold his head 
up. 

—~_— 

A baby at birth can move his hands 
and close and open his fingers. He can- 
not grasp with his thumb until he is 100 
days old. A baby at birth can grasp 
a rod and hold himself suspended by 
either hand for about one mirrute. 

He can support the weight of his 
clothes as well as that of his body. Some 
babies are strong enough to support a 
few ounces of weight in addition to the 
weight of the body and clothes. This 
grasping, holding on capacity begins to 
disappear around the 120th day and has 
generally pretty well played out by the 
i50th day of life. 

A baby at birth has far better use of 
his arms than he has of his legs. His 
arm and hand movements speedily be- 
come purposeful as well as relatively 
powerful. On, the other hand, his leg 
and foot movements are slow to become 
purposeful. 

The use of the legs for walking and 
standing is acquired in rather a round- 
about way. A baby 7 days of age can 
turn over from face to back. It takes 
about nine or ten squirming paroxysms 
to accomplish this. Ability to suckle 
can generally be demonstrated within 
one hour after birth.

Crawling is generally acquired at about 
9 months of age. But crawling is not a 
natural movement and infants are not 
often taught it by example or by pre- 
cept. In consequence, some babies never

crawl and those that do have no stand- 
ardized method. 

At 7 to 8 months babies can stand if 
supported lightly. The first step is gen- 
erally taken at about 1 year of age. Dr. 
Watson reports that in the most care- 
fully observed baby in his series, the first 
step was taken at the end of 11 months 
and 3 days. . 

Dr. Watson thinks that babies are 
naturally ambidextrous. The prefer- 
ence for the right hand is the result of 
training. * '

There are but three types of unlearned 
emotional reactions. ‘These are fear, 
rage, and love. But most of even these 
emotions as adults have them are the re- 
sult of training. 

A young baby has just two fears. 
These may be called unlearned or natural 
fears, though most people call them in- 
stinctive. These are: fear of falling and 
fear of loud noises. All other fears are 
taught by servants, parents, and com- 
panions. Rage, basically, is a reaction 
to having the arms and legs held firmly. 
Love develops out of the sensation of 
touch. , 

According to the conception of Dr. Wat- 
son, most of our emotional capacities, 
our joys and fears, jealousies and en- 
vies, our happiness and sorrows, are the 
result of training—good or bad, or mixed 
good and bad.

PARKING SPACE. 

Chicago, June 25.—Your editorial on 
where to park automobiles introduces 
a problem that might be worked out 
readily by engineers. 

The only real solution of this question 
must be on the basis of supplying addi- 
tional street space in the loop. Garages 
do not solve the problem; they are too 
inconvenient and expensive. Space in 
Grant park does not solve the problem ; 
it is too far away, though it would be 
valuable as supplemental parking space. 

What would solve the problem is addi- 
tional streets, at a proper elevation, con- 
sisting of a steel and concrete structure, 
with heavy glass panels to furnish light 
to the present street below. 

Take State street as an illustration 
with which to start. Both the roadway 


and sidewalks could be built above the 


present street, with narrow areaways at 
the side for additional light and ventila- 
Such streets would be used by 
autos and pedestrians only. If the city 
can afford to build an upper deck along 
the river it can certainly afford to upper 
deck State street in the heart of the 
city.

Saving of more than $200,000—part

lins announced last night. 

An order issued by the chief, cites

Russel caused considerable surprise 
in Springfield, although a number of 
his friends had been accepting the 
rumors that have been current for a 
week or two. The sufprise here was 
due to a general belief that Mr. Rus- 
sel had permanently retired from ac- 
tive campaigning, following his with- 
drawal as a candidate for reélection to 
the auditor’s office last year. 

That withdrawal was forced by Oscar 
Nelson, then state treasurer, who, by 
means which never have been made 
public, compelled Mr. Russel to step 
out, leaving him a clear field in the 
Republican primary. Springfield has 
a clearer idea, possibly, than the rest 
of the state concerning the weapons 
used by Nelson and had presumed that 
nothing would be done to invite a repe- 
tition of their use.

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story of James John Corbett in auto- 
biographical style but written by Rob- 
ert Gordon Anderson; and John L. 
Sullivan, a biography accouched by 
Roy Floyd Dibble. The former first 
appeared as a serial in the Saturday 
Evening Post, and was an engrossing 
contribution. Dibble’s story of Sulli- 
van must not be confused with a bi- 
ography which ran in Liberty. 

A word with Dibble, and then on to 
the far more interestingly handled 
story of Corbett. Dibble is peculiar- 
ly unfitted to chronicle the career of 
the Boston strong boy. An instructor 
at Columbia university he has become 
entranced with the pastime of con- 
trasting his own erudition with the 
more uniettered character he writes 
about so unsympathetically. Trying 
to be humorous he makes a clown of 
a mighty figure in a glorious game, 
resorting to the puerile devices of mis- 
spelling, ungrammatical speech and 
portrayal of oafish behavior to depict 
the rugged traits John L. owned: Dib- 
ble yearns to make his reader laugh 
at Sullivan instead of at what Sulli- 
van said or did.

Unless a man has been kicked on 
the shins by an irate chef in a cheap 
restaurant where, broke, he-has tried 
to panhandle a meal he is not equipped 
to write intimately, intelligently, or 
interestingly about a stalwart figure 
on the rough and rocky read of pug- 
dom. That lets Dibble out. 

Anderson's story of Corbett is ex- 
cellent, interesting. He knows what 
he is writing ut, and how to write 
it. Sitting at the actor’s once nimble 
feet he has listened intelligently, re- 
tentively, and he has edited with un- 
usual acumen the saga of one of the 
masters of Fistiana. 

Anderson, however, though content 
to hide in the obscurity of Corbett’s 
countless “I's,” would have been 
fairer to himself and to his hero if he 
had checked up a bit on what Gentle- 
man Jim told him. The story is fas- 
cinating from beginning to end, but 
the editor has permitted his work to 
reach the public with numerous distor- 
tions, misrepresentations, and mis- 
statements. Let us glance at a few 
of them. : 

Starting from the first, and never 
desisting therefrom, to belittle Bob 
Fitzsimmons, who defeated him for 
the title, Corbett says, on page 28 of 
his 329 page book, that Jack Demp- 
sey, the Original Nonpareil whom Fitz 
whipped for the middleweight title, 
only weighed 144 pounds, attributing 
to him vast credit for fighting Bob, 
whom he impliedly places in the heavy- 
weight ranks. Dempsey weighed 155 
and Fitz 160 when they met.

On page 113 Corbett says Peter Jack- 
son boxed Joe McAuliffe in 1891, and 
tells of watching it. The fight was in 
1888. 

In connection with his fight against 
Jackson, he talks copstantly about the 
experience and prowess of the great 
veteran, and interminably about his 
own “boyish” enthusiasm and super- 
confidence. ‘That boyish stuff gets 
the air, inasmuch as Corbett was 25 
years old when they boxed, and Jack- 
son was 30. And he says the Negro 
weighed 204, while he himself scaled 
around 175. The record shows 
weighed 185 and the West Indian 190. 

On page 220, Corbett is really re- 
pellent when he talks about his hands, 
explaining that he really was a ter- 
rific hitter but always spared his fists 
because, as his stenographer says, they 
“are just like a piano player’s.” This 
from a pug! The truth is that Corbett

On 221 he laments that he was past 
his prime and 35 when he succumbed 
to Jeffries, who was 25.

Bob 
was alone and Corbett and his brother 
were accompanied by half a dozen 
friends. 

The statement that Fitz jumped out 
of the ring after he chilled Corbett is 
untrue. Equally false is it that Fitz 
said he would ‘shoot ’’ Corbett if the 
latter eve attacked him) on the street, 
There’s a lot of subtle poison in that 
five letter word ‘“ shoot,”’ and the use 
of it completély alters the aspect of 
what really took place. What hap- 
pened was this: Jim demanded an- 
other bout; Bob, who despised him, 
replied he couldn't have it; whereupon 
Corbett said, “If you don’t fight me 
again, I'll hit you every time I see 
you on the street.” To which Fitz 
grimly rejoined, “If you ever hit me 
on the street, I'll kill you!” A mo- 
ment’s analysis of that word “ shoot ”’ 
will reveal how laden it is with the 
innuendo that Fitz was afraid of him.

For a man who endlessly insists he 
was wholly honest in his profession, 
Corbett is unfortunate in having two 
of his most celebrated contests called | 
fakes; and to this day they are so-re- 
garded in sporting circles—the secon4 | 
bout with Sharkey and the one in 
which Kid McCoy laid down to him.

Why doesn’t Corbett deliberately ac- 
cuse Jack Dempsey of doing the same 
thing when he whipped Jess Willard at 
Toledo, on July 4, 1919, a scandalous 
charge that has frequently been ru- 
mored? Of course, Dempsey is not 
dead.

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) Many. have intimated that is is be-' | 
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he could never comprehend why, being 
the Irish son of Irish parents, he 
never was as popular with the Irish as 
was John L. Sullivan. There are many 
keys to fit that lock;.John L. never 
faked a fight in his life; he was never 
mercenary; he never had a single 
alibi for his only defeat; he never be- 
littled an opponent or berated every- 
body who disagreed with his views; 
he never was so swollen with conceit 
that’ his whole life was a fishwife’s 
disparagement of others and a con- 
tinuous laudation of self; he never did 
an ungenerous thing; he would as soon 
fight in a saloon as in the ring; he 
never was so ashamed of pugilism 
that he aspired to bury his past in the 
glare of the footlights; and Mammon 
was not his God. He drank like a 
man, he fought like a man, he lived 
like a man—he was a man! And the 
people, not alone the Irish of his faith, 
loved and admired and followed him 
from the day of Roxbury to the day 
of West Abington. 

From the Foreword to the Finis of 
Corbett’s book we find self-love, self- 
admiration, and self-praise, often slyly 
expressed by a seeming respect for 
the qualities of another, whom he out- 
shone. Anderson, who really wrote the 
book, was well advised in leaving that 
in, since it is the true Corbett. But he 
might have thrust a sharper and longer 
probe into some of the ex-boxer's state- 
ments and thus not have exposed what 
really happened in those heroic years 
to the analytical eye of any one who 
has studied Corbett’s career from the 
hour it began. ;

GIVEN RIGHT TO 
USE CREDIT DATA

Washington, D: C., June 26.—[Spe- 
cial.J]—The federal trade commission 
has stricken from its order against the 
Northwestern Coal Dock Operators’ as- 
sociation a provision against the ex- 
change of credit information, and the 
association has informed the commis- 
'sion that it will comply with the order 
instead of appealing to the United 
States Supreme court. 

The commission’s action was dictated 
by the decision of the Supreme court 
in the maple flooring and cement asso- 
ciation cases recently, in which the 


fcourt held that the exchange of @edit 


information by a trade association was 
legal. 

The original order against the dock 
operators’ association prohibited the 
exchange of “names of retail deal- 
ers or other customers who are delin- 
quent in paying accounts for shipment 
of coal.”

Washington, D. C., June 26.—{Spe- 
cial.]—The output of basic industries 
continued to decline in May and in 
early June. This was actompanied by 
a further drop in wholesale prices as 


compared with the previous months, 
the federal reserve board announced 
today in its monthly review of busi- 
ness conditions. It added, however, 
that the distribution of commodities 
was in a greater volume than at this 
time last year, and this feature of the 
economic situation was accepted by 
officials as a healthy sign. . 

“The federal reserve board's index 
of production in basic industries de- 
clined 6 per cent during May to a level 
of 12 per cent below the high: point 
in January,” the statement continued.

All groups of prices repre- 
sented in the bureau of labor statistics 
index declined except the house fur- | 
nishings and miscellaneous groups. In 
the first three weeks of June prices of | 
wheat, corn, flour, cotton goods, and 
pig iron declined, while quotations on 
sheep, hogs, gasoline, hides, and rub- 
ber advanced. 

“ Borrowing for commercial purposes 
at member banks in leading cities de- 
clined further between the middle of 
May and the middle of June to a level 
lower than at any time this year, 
while loans on securities increased and 
reached a new high level in June. In- 
vestment holdings of these banks also 
increased and total loans and invest- 
ments at the middle of June were near 
the high point for the year. 


Member Banks Borrow. 


“ Au. the reserve banks there was 
an increase in member bank borrow- 
ing between May 20 and June 24, and 
on that date discounts for member 
banks were in larger volume than at 
any time since the opening of the 
year. Further decreases in the hold- 
ings of acceptances and of United 
States securities brought the volume 
of open market holdings in June to 
the lowest level since last summer.”

Teachers with 
Low Marks Get 
| Day in Court 


School Head to Hear All 
Held Unsatisfactory. 


Teachers called befote William Mce- 
Andrew, superintendent of schools, to 
answer charges of inefficiency receive 
every opportunity to explain reasons 
for their marks, Supt. McAndrew said 
yesterday, in answer to charges by 
Margaret Haley of the Chicago Teach- 
ers’ federation that the marks of teach- 
ers were juggled in the office of the 
superintendent. 

Furthermore, the principal and the 
district superintendent who rated the 
teachers are closely questioned by the 
superintendent to determine if the rat- 
ing was given in fairness, he said. 

The first batch of nearly 100 teach- 
ers whose service is rated as unsatis- 
factory were haled before the school 
head and his staff of assistants yes- 
terday. The superintendent refused to 
make upblic the result of the ques- 
tioning and announced his recommen- 
dations would go to the board shortly.

In some cases, he said, the principal 
was’ blamed for the mark, and teachers 
would be transferred to other schools. 
Others will be dismissed, but the super- 
intendent would not state the number. 

Besides the teachers interviewed yes- 
terday, the district superintendent and 
the principal who marked the teachers 
were present and questioned by Supt.

The publish- 
ers capitalized public opinion and kept 
the presses working overtime turning 
out new and popular editions of old and 


established works, and new ones, too,

As a result, Brentano’s retail shop 


yesterday reported an upcurve in the 
| sale of books for or against evolution. 
For instance, here are some of the 
favorites on the five foot monkey shelf. 

First, of course, there’s the pivot 
of the whole thing, one Charles Dar- 
win. His “Origin of Species” and 
‘Descent of Man,” like Abou Ben 
Adhem’s name, led all the rest, 

Next, perhaps, comes Ernest Haeck- 
el’s “‘ Evolution of Man.”
